Scotchmen, 
therefore, loarn in early lifo to bo 
prudent and thrifty, Havin,^- tins pon- 
nioH to make tho pounds. A yood 
HtL'ry illuHlralin,u,' this cxtKinio cavefus- 
noBS, is told of Jaiuoa Chalmers, broth- 
er of the celehrated theologian. 

He kept a strict account of all his 
iiiconio and oxpensG.s, and onco, in 
balancing; tlui acoonnt at tlio closo of 
tlm year, ho found that ho hnd tipont 
Olio penny luoro than ho had record- 
ed. For days and weeks that penny 
was on his mind, and he laid awake at 
nights, trying to recall how it had 
boon expended. But memory was at 
fault, and all his olYorts wore vain, till 
croasing one of the London bridges, 
where tboro was a penny toll, it sud- 
denly ilashed upon him that he had 
croased the same bridge twolvQinonths 
befoife'.aiid had neglected to put down 
the penny.

LA.DY CLERKS IN LONDON. 

The chief establishment in which wo 
find ladiea working as clerks Ib in the 
Prudential Life Assurance Company, 
Ludgato Hill. Here there aro be- 
tween sixty and serenty female clerks 
employed upon work of a purely cleri- 
cal nature. ThostafTis attached to 
what is known as the industrial branch 
of the office, and is engaged to a 
great extnnt in copying out letters and 
other documents, and in writing out 
dockets connected with tho lifo poli- 
cies issued to tho poorer classes, at 
the rate of a penny a week and up-, 
ward, with which the industrial de- 
partment has chietly to deal. Theso 
dbckets average 20,000 a week, we aro 
told, 80 that thoro i.s no small amount 
of work to bo porformod by tho liuly 
clerks in the Prudential Assurance 
Office. Besides this, some of the 
more experienced of the female clerks 
are engaged in correspondence. Thoro 
may be au idea with sonio that tho 
fomalo clerks oniployod in an oftico of 
this kind aro not very select, but in 
the present instance the very roTorse 
is the case. The very mode bj which 
an appointment of this kind is obtain- 
ed oeoureB this end, for, bosiden a 
goad>"edacation, it is reciuired tbar all 
candidates' fathers aro to have boon 
jjrofessional men, or men holding 
good positions in life. By this means 
the class of female clerks working 
tliere is kept most select, and that it 
BO, may bo gatliorod from tho fact 
that at the present tiuio thoro aro om- 
jjloyod among tho other clerks tho 
daughter of a Judge, and several cler- 
gymen's daughters. As regards tho 
riiaulta of thd oiporiiuont in thia ollloo 
tboy have been uioat fruitful. Mr. 
Lancaster, the Secretary to 
whom we are much indebted for 
tho information on the subject as re- 
gards his office which bo kindly placed 
at our disposal, states that fomalo 
clerk.'? have proved cminoiitly success- 
fid in tho capacity in which tlu^y aro 
made uso of by tlio Prudoutial, which 
is principally to supply tho place of 
junior clerks, of whom, it appears, 
there is at present a ^M-cut ib^art li, at 
least of thoiio whose sei vioes iiriMil any 
value.

and law stationers' oDicos; at ^liss Le- 
mins'j No. 12 Portugal st., Lincoln's 
Inn, a good number are engaged, chief 
ly, wo bolievo, in copyiii;.;.

way ollicus, ladies aro being employed 
as olei'ks.
